Mr. Michener is tall and _ slim, 
wears his clothes well and his hair 
a la Bryon; he fights consfstently 
the legal leaders of the government, 
and though defeated on every vote, 
is making a favorable impression. 
It is not wonderful that he shou-d 
lose on,every division, for the oppos- 
ition numbers only three, while the 
government numbers 36. This un- 
even balance of power has brought 
on the state of affairs that Mr. 
Mfchener is fighting against, a ten- 
dency ‘of the government to rush 
ridiculous legislation through the 
house, depending on the: overwhelm- 
ing number of Liberals present to 
rally strong enough to'bring success. 
This has succeeded thus far, though 
every vote has seen Liberals voting 
with Michener. Soon perhaps _ the 
government, blinded by misguided 
confidence, will make a false step, 
and then watch Michener. 


NOTHING AT ALL-—THANK YOU. 


Though he does not smoke, and 
never takes a drink even when he 
has a cold, he is no prude. He will 
sit, in the buffet car and argue on 
political matters while others sip 
drinks and argue back. He will sit 
in the smoking compartment, talking 
through the thick tobacco haze, 
pointing out the fallacies of Sif- 
tonism to Puffer or Shaw, or who- 
ever is with him; but he — never 
by action or word tries to. let 
others feel that he is any sort of 
a ‘‘holier-than-thou” man.

A man educated as a_ minister 
leading the opposition and fighting 
for principles against a man who 
was educated as a lawyer, and who 
has said on the floor of the house 
that he lived for the present, not 
for the future, is a remarkahie state 
of affairs. Which one is basing his 
arguments on_ technicalities and 
which on sound principles ?

A case in point occurred not long 
ago when a duck hunter on the &t. 
Lawrence show®@red a big coot with 
*~-e shot from his boat secluded in.a 
rush bed.. The duck first attempted to 
rise, but discovering that its wing 
wu3 crippicd, immediately dropped in- 
to the water again and dove. : The 
hunter stood up in his boat’ with his 
gun leveled for a second shot at the 
bird when it should come to the sur- 
face, but he waited in vain for the re- 
appearance of nis game. ' 

there were few ducks flying to oc- 
cupy his attention, so he determined 
so row out and solve if possible the 
mystery of the coot’s disappearance. 
The water under the decoys was shal- 
low enough for him to.see clearly. the 
weed covered bottom, and he paddled 
carefully about near the spot where 
he had seen the wounded duck lunge 
below ‘the surface. Suddenly, in the 
clear water below the gunwule of his 
poet, he saw the solution of the mys- 

ry. 

Anchored a few feet from the bot- 
tom by a thick reed stalk, wings out- 
stretched and head: -+hanging limply 
down over:his back, was the body of 
the elusive: coot, -With the tension of 
‘a death grip it: was. evident he had 
elutched the: weed ‘to keep himselt 
from rising again to the surface where 
ne had received before the pain‘from 
the wounding bullet. Rather than 
give himself up to this strange enemy, 
he, hnd preferred to remain aot the 
bottom. : 

Running his oar blade into the wat- 
r, the hunter tried to detach his 
game; .but so tenaciously did the feet 
‘ling that it was only by severing the 
weed itself that the duck was brought 
again to the surface. Even when tak- 
en-into the boat, the bird’s death 
grip remained. fast upon’ the rush 
stalk. - ~ 

Another instance ef the straits to 
which a wounded ‘duck will resort in 
evading a hunter was furnished by an 
American:golden'eye. The-bird had 
been wounded. among decoys in a 
small. water hole of a frozen lake. 
When he dove and failed to reappear, 
the hunter walked to the other side of 
the hole, and there,’ through the trans- 
parent ice, was astonished to see hig 
game. swimming with -both feet and 
wings along just under the ice. It 
was evident that:the. wounded duck, 
‘in its fright, had gone under the ice, 
and. was frantically swimming about 
in search of an opening. -The hunter 
followed the-desnerate bird for some 
little distance. Then the poor crea- 
ture’s strokes began to grow weaker, 
the wing. action ceased, and finally 
the body lay, still against the under 
surface of the ice. With an axe the 
hunter chopped out the drowned duck

“And Isaac brought Rebecca _ into 
his mother Sarah’s tent, and she be- 
came. his wife’ and he loved her.”’— 
Genesis xxiv, 67, © - 

When we. sometimes speak ‘of: Abra- 
‘ham,. Isaac andothers as. types we 
should not be understood to mean, that 
they were merely types—that the Bible 
stories respecting them are fictions. 
A person or thing is a type when, in 
addition to the. actual experiences, 
‘the Scriptures‘ indicate that it: prefig- 
jurc3. and illustrates on a small scale 
‘some person or things yet future. As, 
for instance, Adam in certain. re- 
spects, as the head of the race, was a 
type of Messiah, the Second Adam. 
, The first Adam was the head of our 
‘race, but failed to give the eternal life 
desired. In God’s providence Messiah 
is to be the Second Adam, in the sense 
‘that he will regenerate, as his chil- 
dren, all the posterity of the First 
iAdam. Messiah is thus declared in 
‘prophecy to be the Everlasting Fath. 
‘er of mankind—the Father or Life- 
giver, better than Adam, and who will 
‘give ‘to our race everlasting life, in 
‘stead of a heritage of weakness, im- 
iperfection and death. 

Similarly, Moses not only was a real 
character, the leader of the nation of 
Israel, but, additionally, he was a 
type of a greater Mediator—Messiah. 
As Moses mediated the Law Covenant 
for Israel, so Messiah, the Prophet 
like unto Moses, or antitypical of him 
(Acts iii, 23), is.to be the Mediator 
of Israel’s- New Covenant,’ under 
which the Abrahamic blessings wit!l 
reach them and through them reach 
all the families of the earth (Jer. xxxi, 
31). 

Similarly, Aaron was a type of the 
higher priesthood and its better sacri- 
fices connected with the New Cove- 
nant. So, also, the under-priests and 
the Levites, additional to their own 
experiences, served, in God’s provi 
dence, as types of the higher institu- 
tions by which the New Covenant wil! 
ibe inaugurated shortly. ; 

On this occasion we ask your at- 
tentionito Abraham, known in the 
Scriptures: as the friend of God, as 
| the fatKer of. the faithful, and to his 


son Isaac, the Son of Promise, born 
out of the natural order, miraculous- 
ly, when his mother was old; also to 
Isaaya wife, Rebecca, selected by 
Abraham’ to be the companion and 
joint-heir with his son Isaac in his 
inheritance. ‘These personages lived 
their lives wholly unconscious of the 
fact that God was using them and 
over-ruling their. affairs, so as to make 
of them prophetic pictures of his own 
great Plan of the Ages. These type- 
pictures are always to be read in 
full harmony with the inspired writ- 
ings of the Bible and never to be un- 
derstood in contradiction of the same. 

Not everything that Abraham did, 
however, is to be esteemed typical. 
In a general way this grand man of 
the past looms up before our minds 
as a monument of faith and integrity 
‘and justice. The blessings promised 
to go through him to his Seed, which 
would constitute him the father of 
many nations, made of him, as St. 
\Paul points out, a type of the Al- 
‘mighty, from whom flows every good 
and every perfect gift — from whom 
proceeds the blessing which ultimately 
is to flow through Messiah, his Son, 
and through Israel, his people, unto 
all the families of the parti: 

, All Christians, presumably, are 
avare of St. Paul’s interpretation 0; 
‘Abraham and his family as types. As 
"Abraham typified God, s0 his wife 
typified the Covenant through which 
the vitality of the promise ultimately 
develops the Seed of Promise—Isaac 
‘in a type, and Messaih in the anti- 
type. St. Paul also explains that 
Sarah’s servant, Hagar, at Sarah’: 
wish, became for a time her represen- 
tative with Abraham and _ brought 
forth Ishmael. Hagar, St. Paul ex- 
plains, typified the Law Covenant, 
vitalized by the gracious arrangements 
of the same God and Father. And 
‘Hagar’s son, literally Abraham’s first- 
born, typified the Jewish nation, the 
first development under the Covenant. 

As Abraham loved Isaac and desired 
‘a blessing upon him,-so God loved Is- 
rael and desired a blessing upon Israel, 
the offspring of the Law Covenant. 
| Nevertheless, as Ishmael, the offspring 
‘of the bond-woman, was declared not 
,to be the primary heir of the Abra- 
‘hamic promise, but a secondary one, 
so the children of Israel, the offspring 
of the Law Covenant, were not intend- 
‘ed to be the Spiritual Messiah through 
whom. the promise declared that the 
blessing should first proceed. 

In the type, we see that Sarah, Abra- 
ham’s wife, who represented the orig- 
inal Abrahamic venant, brought 
forth a son of her own, Isaac, long 
years after the bondmaid, her substi- 
tute, had brought forth Ishmael. 
When Isaac was born, Sarah repudiat- 
ed Ishmael and no longer acknowledg- 
; ed him ag her gon, but, instead, claim- 
ed everything for Isaac. The antitype 
‘of this js that from the time that God 
began the development of the Spirit- 
ual lsrael and set Yorth the ‘‘Cove- 
'nant by sacrifice,” through whics 
this Spiritual Israel would be devolop- 
\ad—from, that time it began to be 
\‘elonrly manifoat that the chief portion 
‘of the promiso of God to bless tha

From the firet there was manifeet- 
ed a competition for the Abrahamic 
blessing. And us Ishmael mocked at 
the infant Isaac, so the Jew, in his 
considerable development — and 
streneth, mocked at the Antitvnical 
Tsaac— Jesus and his comparatively 
ignorant and unlearned fallowers— 
ang persecuted them. In order to 
continue the type, that Abraham 
micht typify Gad. he was command. 
ed to send forth Hagar and her son 
into the wilderness. That sending 
forth typified the Divine disfavor 
which came upon the Jews eighteen 
centuries ago and which has made 
them outcasts from God's favor, as 


Hagar and Ishmael were cut off from 
Abraham’s presence and family and 
care.

The antitype of this is now to: be 
seen before us. The Jewish people, 
separated more and more from the 
Law and the Prophets, are becoming 
weak and faint as resnects hope. 
Thev are about to die! But no, the 
Lord graciously points out a well- 
spring of the water of life at. this 
critical moment. As Ishmael was 
rescued from death by this water, so 
the nation of Israel, whom he typi- 
fied, is now ahout to find in the pro- 
vidence of God that their portion of 
the Abrahamic Covenant is the earth- 
ly one, not the heavenly one, not the 
spiritual. They: are about to be re- 
freshed and to enter upon a new 
career. That career, however, will 
not mark them as Ishmaelites, nor 
will their New Covenant relationship 
ho symbolized hy Angar, the Old Law 
Covenant. Thenceforth they are re- 
presented under a new type. 

If. at first, our Jewish friends 
might be inclined to fee) disappointed 
that they were represented in I[sh- 
mael, and not in Isaac, by the Hagar 
Covenant, the Covenant of bondage 
to the Law, instead. of being formed 
free from the Law, there is a‘consola- 
tion. Their consolation is that Isaac 
typified the Messiah and that. Israel 
is pictured. as, the nation on whose 
behalf Messiah will mediate. the New 
Law Covenant. The Messiah must be 


fer the great blessings indicated ‘in 
the Covenant made with Abraham 
The nation of Israel never expected 
to. be spiritual and had no such 
promise in the Bible. To the Jews 
will comes exactly what they have 
always been expecting—greatness as 
an earthly people, honor as -the elect 
nation through whom the New Cove- 
nant blessings will be opened up to 
all the world of mankind—the Gen- 
tiles. ; 

As already pointed out, Isaac, the 
son of Abraham, typified the Messiah 
of glory,.the Son of God and heir of 
all the promises—the one through 
whom alone eternal life may be ob- 
tained and restitution to. that perfec- 
tion which will enable Israel and the 
world to keep the Divine Law per- 
fectly and merit the gift of God, 
eternal life, according to their New 
Law Covenant by and through ite 
great Mediator—Messiah. 

In due time, Abraham sent his 
trusted servant Eleazar (typical of 
the holy Spirit) to select a Bride for 
his son Isaac. Eleazar might not go 
anywhere. He was directed to go 
only to those of Abraham’s family, 
thus implying. that none would be 
called to be the Bride of Messiah ex- 
cept such as were already in relation- 
ship to God through faith, obedience 
and justification. When the servant 
had found Rebecca he put upon her 
certain jewels, explained to her and 
her relatives the nature of his mis- 
sion, and asked her if she were will- 
ing to come and be Isaace’s Bride. 
He said, my master, Abraham, is 
yery rich and all that he hath he 
hath given unto Isaac. 

Thus the great riches of God are 
again illustrated in Abraham and the 
fact that Messiah is his Son and the 
heir of all the promises of God, the 
One through whom Israel and all 
mankind shall be blessed. Rebecca 
promptly responded and thus be- 
trothed herself to the unseen Bride- 
groom and hastened with the servant 
to Isaac. As her kinsfolk bade her 
goodby they wished her a blessing 
in these words, ‘Be thou the mother 
of thousands of millions” (Genesis 
xxiv, 60). : 

We read that “Rebecca arose and 
her damsels (maids, servants) and 
they rode upon the camels and fol- 
lowed the man Eleazar.” 

Here we find, in harmony with 
other Scriptures, a picture of this 
Gospel Age, and its work of bringing 
to Messiah a special Bride class of 
saintly ‘ones. First amongst these 
saints were some of the Jewish na- 
tion, according to the Divine Rule; as 
the Scriptures set forth—‘‘to the Jew 
firet.” This Bride class has been se-

panied by her servants. These two 
clusses are particularly specified in 
the Scriptures (45th Ysalm), where 
we read of the Messiah-Bride ‘and 
Queen. In her resurrection glory she 
is pictured as the Queen robed in 
Ophir with fine needlework—the 
glory representing the divine nature 
which will be granted her and the 
fine needlework representing het 
glorious righteousness, embellished 
with with the fruits of the holy Spirit 
The Psalmist tells how she shall be 
brought into the presence of the great 
King Jehovah and then adds that 
the virgins, or companions, that fol 
low her shall also be brought into 
the presence of the King, showing 
that there will always be a difference 
of rank on thé spiritual plane. These 
two classes are again pictured in the 
Law as Priests and Levites, the 
Bride class being represented by the 
Priests, owing to their, willing sacri-

- Malutural Schools 


The Hon. Duncan Marshall, Min- 
ister of | Agriculture, announced 
this |morning, that the Department of 
Agriculture. had completed -arrange- 
ments for the holding of. Three 
Short Course Schools in the. Prov- 
ince during the months of . February 
and March. These: schools: will be 
similar to the ones held last win- 
ter, and will. be held at Macleod, 
Innisfail ana Vermilion, and will 
be .of two weeks’ duration each, 
Berides ‘these schq@ols, a school for 
one week will be held at. Strath- 
more in conjunction with Prof. 
Rlliott,.who is in charge of the 
C.P.R. Experimental Farms. Prof. 
Elliott has-assisted the department 
at institute work, and will during 
the coming winter give the depart- 
ment assistance at this work, -and 
in return for this the Agricultural 


Department is sending its entire 
outfit of stock used at the short 
course schoo's, as well as_ the lee- 


turers in charge of the atnek, far 
one week ta Strathmore. Two ear 
loads of pure bred stock will be 
carried to these different schools, 
and instruction will be given in 
breed types, feeding, breeding and 
caye and management of live stock. 
The firat week af each of the 
schools will be the livestock week, 
and the second week the following 
subjects will be taken up: 

(1) Grain, Soil :and-Weeds.—'' The 
Growing, Jiadging and’ Grading of 
Grains,”’ ‘‘ Soil Cultivation,” ‘‘ Nox- 


ious Weeds,”’ ‘‘ Grasses and Fodder 


Crops. Samples of Grains, Grasses 
and ‘Weeds will be used for demon- 
stration, F 

(2) Poultry.— ‘‘ The Housing,”’ 
“ Feeding,’ ‘‘ Hatching,”’ and ‘‘Rear- 
ing.” Incubators. and brooders will 
be in operation. Birds will he 
fattened, killed, dressed and packed 
for market. : 

(3) Dairying.—Enstruction in datty- 
ing will cover the subject from the 
production of milk. to the marketing 
of the finished product, with farm 
dairy machinery {n operation. 

At. each course there will be judg- 
ing competitions held,- and prizes 
offered for proficiency. 

The schools. will be held as follows: 
Beginning at Strathmore, February 
6th-to 11th inclusfve ;-Macleod, Feb. 
ruary-13th to 25th ; Vermilion, Feb- 
ruary 20th to “March: ‘4th ; Innisfail, 
February 27th to’ March 11th. 
Prizes will be awarded at each of 
the schools inthé judging .compe- 
tition, and then a grand challenge 
trophy will be offered. by the Pro- 
vincial Department of Agriculture at 
the Innisfail for competition to 
teams from the four schools, 
these teams to consist of four men 
standing the highest in the local 
competitions. The teams from 
Strathmore, Macleod and Vermi'ion 
will have. their expenses paid to 
Innisfail by the Boards of Trade 
in the towns. These short course 
schools are entirely free and open 
to anyone who cares to attend. 
Tho Boards of Trade and Agricul- 
tural Societies in. the different 
towns in which they are held are 
making arrangements so that the 
board of students attending the 
schools may be obtained at a 
reasonable rate. The department has 
secured the services of some _ ex- 
cellent men in connection with ‘these 
schools. Among these is Prof. M. 
L. Carlyle, Dean of Agriculture in 
the Idaho State University, Moscow, 
Idaho, who will take the judging 
clases in heavy horse and __ beef 
cattle. Arrangements are not yet 
completed for all the teachers at 
the schools, but the services of 
some other excellent.men, as_ well 
as men in connection with the agric- 
ultural department, will be given 
to the classes in these several 
schools. The Dominion Department 
of Agriculture is also assisting by 
giving the services of Messrs. 
Huttan of the: Experimental Farm, 
Lacombe; Fairfield of the Experi- 
mental Farm, Lethbridge, and V. C. 
McKillican of the Seed Department, 


Calgary. These schools will be in 
charge of H. A. Craig, Superinten- 
dent of Fairs and Institutes. -

The-Lower Criticism commonly deals 
with the texc of ‘such productions, 
the Higher Criticism with the —his- 
torical and literary features.’’ The 
text of a production is simply the 
words arranged in a certain order, 
and the work of lawor oriticism is 
to ask if theso are the wards the 
authop used, and in original ‘ order, 
ar has some copyist or editor made 
certain changes in the same. The 
other form of criticism is, called 
‘‘higher’’ because it goes back to 

a higher source of the production 
Gian ‘the text, and asks such ques- 
tians as, is this the work of one 
or of several authors? Is this work 
anonymous, like an editorial in a 
newspaper, or does it bear. the 
author’s name, like Mr. Wilton’s 
letter,,and if so is this the namo 
of the real author? What -is the 
style of this writing? Is it prose 
or poetry ? Is it’ history or story ? 

It will be readily seen that - this 
is yery different from Mr. Wilton’s 
conception of the work of _ highetz 
criticisin, namely, ta quote his 
words, ‘‘ the laying aside of the 
Scriptures, an attempt by human 
regson and sciencg to clear and 
digcuss all. questions ‘pertaining to 
God and the Divine will, regarding 
our actions, present condition, and 
ultimate destiny.” This is.a splen- 
did definition of what higher | critio- 
ism never attempts to do,,when the 
words are used with reference to the 
Bible. That would be as though I 
were, in this letter, to lay aside 
Mr. Wilton’s article, and discuss all 
questions concerning ‘‘ Dandruff 
Germs Must Go,’’ which appears at 
the head of another column of the 
page in ‘the ‘News on which Mr. 
Wilton’s letter appears. This might 
be an important question for. dis- 
cussion, as are the questions Mr. 
Wilton mentions of the very greatest 
importance, but it would certainly 
have nothing to do with my legit- 
imate subject of criticism. 

Take Mr. Wilton’s catalogue of the 
things higher criticism teaches ‘‘ It 
teaches,’’ writes Mr. Wilton, ‘‘ that 
the Bible narrative of the Creation 
is not true; that it took ages for 
the earth to -folm,; that man was 
evolved from a something, a jelly- 
fish, a mussel, or an ourangatang ; 
that Christ was not divinc—was by 
Leaving the 
last item of the catalogue—that re- 
lating to the divinity of Christ, any 
High School boy or girl knows per- 
fectly well that these things are not 
to be learned in books about the 
Bible, but in books of science which 
deal with such matters. How the 
world was made, how long it took in 
the making, how man came to be— 
these are questions with. which high- 
er criticism is not in the remotest 
degree concerned. As a matter of 
fact these are questions which no one 
can answer with certainty—for the 
theories of the scientists are simply 
theories—but the one thing ‘that 
practically every earnest thinker of 
to-day, critical and uncritical, is 


quite sure is that ‘Tn the beginning: § 
heavens and the} 


God created the 
earth.’’ Both Mr. 
Wilton believe that. 
a matter for higher criticism. 

Referring to the divinity of Jesus 
Christ, and the effect upon the faith 
in His divinity an acceptance of the 
results of higher criticism has upon 
(he critic himself (though the ques- 
tion itself is not' the concern of high- 
er criticism, however deeply the crit- 
ic may be interested as a Christian 
believer), I may call the attention of 
those who read this article, includ- 
ing Mr. Wilton, to what has been 
done recently by the Sunday School 
Times. This paper asked practically 
every great Bible student of our day 
in England, America and Canada— 
the great majority of them acceptors 
of the results of higher criticism,

_ IN CONDEMNED CELL. 
Every Indulgence §s Given to Prison- 
ers at the Last. ; 


What happens to'a man, condemned 


to die on the scaffold, from the time 
he leaves the dock doomed, tothe mo- 
ment the small body of men enter his 
cell.one morning to inform him that 
the hour. has come: for the carrying 
cut of the orders of the law? { 

A condemned man has a few privi- 
leges not according -to other convicts. 
He may be allowed to smoke, he may 
be granted a little beer on occasions, 
his food may be just as he chooses, 
but all this greatly depends on the 
governor of the prison. 

A condemned prisoner is never left 
alone, day or night; warders are al- 
ways in the cell, and in the centre 
of the floor stands a small table, and 
on it rests a book. This book must be 
carefully written up, for it must con- 
tain a complete account of all the con- 
vict’s doing, his sayings, his‘ requests, 
and so forth. In short, it contains 
a detailed account of the convict’s life 
in the condemned cell, and nothing 
must be omitted. ; 

Naturally this book makes very in- 
teresting reading, but it-is quite im- 
possible to have a look at it, for after 
th: execution is over the book is care- 
fully sealed, and is known of no more, 
unless the Home Office, for some rea- 
son, desires to peruse its pages. 

A condemned prisoner does not go 
out to exercise with other convicts; 
he is taken out quite alone when no 
inquisitive eyes may rest on him, and 
he is not paraded for Church service 
with the others. He does attend cha- 
pel, but he occupies a pew by him- 
s2lf, and is screened off so that other 
convicts may not see him. 3 

Sometimes a-condemned man plays 
dominods or draughts with the ward 
ers in charge of him—it is a rule to in 
dulge any condemned prisoner so far 
as possible, but a daily paper he is not 
allowed to have, although he may read 
a3 much as he likes, but only volumes 
from the prison library. He does no 
work unless he specially asks for it, 
and then he is only give such tasks 
as do not necesitate the using of sharp 
tools in case of any attempt at sui. 
cide. 

A condemned man may write and 
receive letters, and he may see visi- 
tors, but never alone—a warder is al- 
ways present, and visitors see the con 
vict through a form of grille—they 
may neither touch nor kiss him. 

On the morning of the execution 
the prisoner is awakened early. Break- 
fast is given, and it consists of what 
the doomed man desires. Afterwards 
he may smoke, and await the coming 
of the chaplain. The latter official is 
always in the condemned cell on the 
morning of execution. 

In due time the convict’s ordinary 
clothes are handed in, and these he is 
required to put on, but no collar-or tie 
accompanies the suit of clothes. They 
are not wanted, for the neck must not 
be covered up in any way. 

Within a few minutes of eight 
o’clock or nine o’clock, a small body 
of men reach the door of the condemn 
ed cell—they are the officials entrust- 
ed with the carrying out of the law’s 
demands. They enter the cell; the 
convict stands up, and is asked by one 
particular official if he is ‘John Bo- 
and-so?”’ ; 

On an affirmative answer being giv- 
en, a document has to be signed by 
one of the officials—this document is 
a receipt to the governor of the prigon 
for delivering up to the proper auth- 
orities the said ‘John So-and-so’s body 
for legal execution.” 

A few preliminaries have to be gone 
through with—tbe prisoner, for in- 
stance, is asked if he bas anything to 
say, uny requests to make. The exe- 
cutioner is then introduced, and swift 
ly the prisoner’s arms are pinioned. 

Once on the scaffold the business is 
soon over—the feet are placed on the 
chalked-out marks, the legs are dettly 
pinioned, the white cap is placed in 
position, the rope is adjusted with 
running noose lying behind the left 
ear, the signal is given, and the 
hangman does his part, and in a min- 
ute afterwards the execution is com- 
pleted.—Pearson’s Weekly.

This is the first year the Associa- 
tion has looked after its own manu- 
facturing expenses, and the result 
was that it cost 3.86 per cwt., as 
compared with the four cents the As- 
sociation paid the Government. The 
Government rate was an equitable 
one, so far as Red Deer creamery 
was concerned. The management. had 
hopes, however, of decreasing the 
3c assessment in time. There would 
probably be no assessment on the 
winter make. 

The chairman and the secretary re- 
viewed the work of the season. Ow- 
ing to the shortage of pasture and 
the demand for milk at Calgary their 
output had fallen from 84,000 tb in 
the summer season of 1909 to 75,000 
in the summer season of 1910. They 
had found, however, on comparing 
notes at the Innisfail convention last 
week, that’ t he Red Deer creamery 
had suffered less in this respect. than 
almost any of them, and that its re- 
turn to its patrons and its financial 
position was the best of any in the 
‘Province. The Innisfail creamery, for 
instance, which ran up to clase on 
140,000 tbs in. 1909, was down to 86,- 
000 last summer, owing to the Cal- 
gary demand and_ short nasture. 
Their best market for butter was in 
Red Deer, but it was limited and un-

Edmonton this fall as an experiment 
but Mr. Carswell could not say that 
the results had been satisfactory, 
while the President had had his 
doubts about it from the first. On 
their Novemher shipments 700 ths of 
their cream had been graded No. 1 
and brought 38c., while 500 tbs had 


ey were now’ pasteurizing all the 
cream. and they were looking for 
better results, but they had to con- 
sider the added expense of this pro- 
cess. There seemed no plan available 
at present to give the careful and 
clean patron credit for his No. 1 
cream in this trade with Edmonton, 
as compared with -bis less careful 
neighbor. Tne cream was graded by 
the buyer in the-condition it reached 
them The grading of tho butter and 
the grading of cream on their butter 
product, had wgrked out satisfactory 

25 cent rate was paid for butter 
as a basis, aXd their premiums for 
quality had brought their return up 
to 26.12, Mr. Marker talked of hav- 
ing an “‘extra special’’ class for but 


ter next year which would help them' 


as 83 per cent. of their butter went 
No. 1. 


Mr. Carswell did not believe that’ 


the present demand from this district: 
tor milk at Calgary would continue. 
Lhe pasture in that district was a 
total failure this year, and conse- 
quently the dairy companies were 
driven much farther afield for their 
supplies: they were willing to pay 
almost any price in order to get tne 
milk and cream, as_ they could in- 
crease the price as they liked to the 
consumer. But in a normal year tae 
Calgary dairy companies will gev 
their supplies where they had got 
them up to this year, Viz., in their 
nearer districts north and south, and 
che demand trom Red Deer would 
fall off entirely, or greatly diminish 
Lhe creameries at Innistail and ked 
Veer and other places had been up 
against abnormal conditions this 
year, and the directors at Red Deer 
appreciated tae loyalty with which 
che great majority of the patrons 
had stood by the Association. 

Another matter of importance 
brought forward from the table was 
che proposal to wait upon the Red 
Deer U. F. A. Co-operative Associa- 
tion at its annual meeting in Febru- 
ary, and suggest an amalgamation of 
the ‘business of the two Associations 
Che Wetaskiwin Produce Company 
aad been buying, the farmers’ cream 
and milk, along with their grain and 
produce and paying cash, and the 
Government creamery had suffered 
seriously in the competition, Mr. 
Carswell did not see but that the 
Co-operative management mizht not 
handle the creamery as well as their 
present lines. The directors of the 
one were to a large extent the di- 
rectors of the other. The creamery 
had its main work in the summer, 
when the Co-op. was slack: the 
Co-op. was buay in the winter, when 
the creamery was slack. ‘The cream- 
ery had difficulty in getting in the 
several districts directors who were 
vatrons: they could get them in 
Sunches but. not distributed. Then a 
zood many of their sharcholders and 
former and even present directors 
were not now milking cows, owing to 
business and family changes, and the 
newer patrons were not shareholders. 
If the U.F.A. Co-operative would get 
incorporated with a capital stock of, 
say, $50,000, the creamery sharehold- 
ers could exchange their stock for 
Co-op. stock and dispose of it, and 
the U.F.A. Co-oyerative would be in 
a position to go into. other projects 
for the benefit. of the farmers of the 
district which they could not now do 
because they had not a proper basis 
on which to handle the finances ne- 
eessary to establish these projects. 
The -proposed amalgamation would 
give a broader basis than the dairy 
stuff alone, and the U.F.A. Co-oper- 
ative would be more responsive and 
better able to he constantly recruit- 
ed with new blood than their Asso- 
ciation allowed 

The directors were authorized to 
present the project to the annual 
meeting of the Red Deer, U.F.A. Cv- 
operative Association. 

The following directors were chos- 
en for the current vear :—S. Pve. L. 
Engelkraut, John Ross, Chris. White 
W. R.. Fllenwood, E. Carswell, J. 
Comer, S. Grimson, R. Gummow. 

At a suhsequent meeting of the 
directors, Jas. Comer was re-elected 
President; L. Engelkraut Vice-Presi- 
dent, and EK. Carswell secretary: 
treasurer.
